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Fall  quarter  of  1949  GSCW 
will  have  the  second  dean  of 
women  in  her  history,  Dr.  Fran- 
cess  Ross  Hicks. 

Miss  Ethel  A.  Adams  came  to 
GSCW  in  1934  as  the  first  and 
only  dean  of  women. 

Miss  Adams  received  her  BA 
degree  from  Peabody  College  and 
MA  degree  from  Columbia  Uni¬ 
versity.  She  taught  in  Fitzger¬ 
ald,  Tifton,  Fort  Valley,  Haw- 
kinsville,  and  Griffin.  She  was 
principal  of  Hawkinsville  High 
school,  head  of  the  English  de¬ 
partment  and  dean  of  girls  in 
Griffin  High  school. 

In  her  first  year  here  Miss 
Adams  got  a  glimpse  of  thevlast 
vestiges  of ,  the  ,  uniform  lieriod 
when  the  dress  was  brown  skirts 
and  white  blouses.  By  1935,  the 
uniforms  were  gone. 

Student  government  was  initi¬ 
ated  in  the  spring  of  1934,  and 
was  begun  during  the  first  quar¬ 
ter^  of  Miss  Adams  work  here. 
Student  government  was  inaugu¬ 
rated  under  the  charter  of  Presi¬ 
dent  J.  L.  Beeson,  and  Elizabeth 
Pollard,  was  elected  first  presi- 
derit  of  the  organization.  Dr; 
Wells,  president,  and  Dr.  Hoy 
Taylor,  dean,  came  to  GSCW  the
